Moving into the realm of fantasy, Sari Jozokos of Lowell offers 
a story of a young woman transported from her peaceful subterranean 
world to a competitive, possessive earthly society. 

Poetry in the NEW LOWELL OFFERING captures many moods and images 
of women, and the universal needs 86r love, recognition, and under- 
standing. Among the poets represented are Methuen's Florence 
Liberfarb, Eva Apfelbaum of Littleton, Peggy Leedberg of Westford, and 


Tewksbury's Darlene Bacheller.

"Phenomenon" by Stella Sawyer of Chelmsford. Also featured are art- 
works and photographs by Judith Pavlucik and Patricia Welch of Chelms- 
ford; Andy Robinson and Leslie Superior Kaplan of Lowell; Eileen 
Goulart of Arlington; and Namcy Noyes of Windham, New Hampshire.
